(UP) — United 
States today changed its historic 
policy of admitting all unobjection- 
able aliens up to quota limits, and 


“affirmatively appear” that admis- 
sion will be “for the American in- 
terest.” 

Attorney General Robert H. Jack- 
son disclosed the new policy of “a 
more strict control of the privi- 
lege of entering this country.” He 
did so in an address to personnel 
of the immigration and naturaliz- 
ation service, which today was 
transferred from the labor depart- 
ment to the justice department. 

“The doctrine that any person 
may come to this country unless it 
is shown that he is a menace must 
at least temporarily yield to the 
policy that none shall be admitted 
unless it affirmatively appears to 
be for the American interest,” said 


Jackson warned that alien laws 
must be administered “with scrupul- 
ous fairness” lest the aliens in the 
country become willing recruits for 
a fifth column movement. 

“The 3,500,000 aliens in this coun- 
try are most of them loyal to our 
principles,” Jackson said. “We must 
remember that most of them have 
sought this country as a haven from 
other systems of government. Most 
of them, like millions of immigrants 
before them, have the makings of 
good Americans.” 

Jackson said he favors “a simple, 
Straightforward registration and 


the country. 

“It is a simple recognition of non- 
citizenship common in all countries,” 
he said. “It must not be carried out 
offensively or oppressively.”

LIMIT TALKS 


1940 Convention To Be 
“Stream-Lined” With 
Less Speech-Making 


WASHINGTON (lP—Republicans 
today are planning a streamlined 
presidential nominating conven- 
tion adjusted for the ear comfort of 
delegates and millions of radio lis- 
teners. 


There may be some spread-eagle, 
old-time oratory, but there is to be 
less of it at this convention than 
at previous party gatherings to 
choose national tickets. The con- 
vention arrangements committee 
proposes that nominating speeches 
be limited to half an hour and that 
each of the maximum of four sec- 
onding speeches permitted any can- 
didate be not longer than 20 min- 
utes. 


Gov. Harold E. Stassen, of Min- 
nesota, the young man chosen to 
keynote the G. O. P. is expected to 
speak not longer than 45 minutes. 
Eight years ago the republican key- 
note speech in Chicago by Lester 
J. Dickenson, Iowa, was pounded in- 
to listeners for two hours and fif- 
teen minutes, which probably is a 
record. Four years ago Chairman 
John D. M. Hamilton of the re- 
publican national committee requir- 
ed one hour and forty minutes to 
deliver his speech nominating Alf 
M. Landon for President. 

Hamilton estimates at least ten 


persons will be put in nomination at 
the Philadelphia convention which 


meets June 24. That group will in-. 


clude favorite sons and dark horses 
in addition to the currently leading 


candidates who generally are list-; 


ed this way: District Attorney Thos. 
E. Dewey, Wendell L. Willkie, Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, Sen. Arthur H. 
Vandenberg. Former President Her- 
bert C. Hoover’s place among the 
potential nominees is uncertain but 
there are a great many people who 
believe his chances are pretty good. 


Assault Nets 
Jail Term 


Court Judges Defendant 
Of Class That Is 
“Stewed All The Time” 


Arthur Penn, self-styled Louisi- 
ana ex-convict who had pleaded 
guilty in the Superior Court to a 
charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon, was sentenced Friday 
morning by Judge George H. 
Thompson to serve seven months in 
the county jail. 


He was liable for confinement in 
the state’s prison for as much as 
ten years and, being a “two-time 
loser,” probably would have gone 
to Folsom if sentenced to prison. 

But the court did not appraise 
Penn as a vicious criminal. 


Rather, the court classified the 
defendant as a “drunken vagrant” 
of a class of men that is “stew- 
ed all the time,’—men who are 
making themselves “more or less of 
a nuisance.” 


District Attorney Henry S. Lyon 
had obtained Penn's criminal record 
from the state Bureau of Identifi- 
cation. It failed to show the felony 
conviction Penn admitted in Louis- 
iana—reported to have been grand 
theft—but it did show a long series 
of brushes with the law on chafges 
of being drunk and disorderly, dis- 
turbing the peace, vagrancy and 
the like. 

Judge Thompson suggested Penn 
probably was drunk when he got 
into the recent trouble.

ALLIES FACE

3 German Drives Offer 
Defense Complexities 
For General Weygand

Capture of Paris today by the 
Germans, five weeks after the 
start of the greatest blitzkrieg ad- 
vance into Holland and Belgium, 


; one of the most stupendous 
military accomplishments of mod- 
ern history. The German success 


is due to two primary reasons, mil- | 


itary leadership of high order and 
a great advance in offensive tac- 
tics over the defensive in open field 
combat, as compared with the last 
war. 

The fact that the Germans out- 
numbered the Allies must be con- 
sidered no more than a secondary 
reason for Hitler's success. The 
Germans have een fighting 
throughout on the offensive, and 
the normal proportion of offensive 
to defensive strength should be 
three to one. There is no indication 
that the German troops exceeded 
that ratio, nor is there any present 
evidence that they possessed it. 


The Allies have shown deficiency 
ee anticipating German strategy. 
For some time before the German 
thrust through the low countries 
there was common belief that Hit- 
lier was planning this move. Yet 
on May 4 the French war ministry 
announced that the two war clas- 
ses of 1912 and 1913 were to be re- 
leased from military service on May 
11, the day after the Blitzkrieg be- 
gan. The Allies actually were re- 
ducing their active field strength at 
the time Hitler was making his fi- 
nal plans for his great offensive. 
Such was the misplaced confidence 
the French high command had in 
the supremacy of defense over at- 
tack. ; 


General Weygand, faced with 
these mistakes, has succeeded in ex- 
tricating his forces from complete 
disaster. His line is still intact for 
future operations. It is the present 
major purpose of the Germans to 
try to cut off the Allied retreat to 
compel capitulation or annihilation. 

Three German offensive move- 
ments are now proceeding in the 
eastern sector. The first, which has 
taken Montmedy, at the northwest- 
ern end of the Maginot line, seems 
aimed at a flank attack against the 
Maginot line. The second, which is 
directed toward St. Dizier, south- 
east of Vitry Le Francois, appears 
to be headed toward the center of 
the Maginot line. The third, pointed 
toward Romilly, is carrying the Ger- 
man swing back toward Paris, seek- 

jing to hamper Weygand’s retreat 
westward, where the Germans seem 
to hope it may run afoul of a new 
offensive yet to be developed south- 
west of Paris. Arrival of fresh Brit- 
ish troops in force may save the 
Allies from a trap in the west, but 
to prevent isolation of the Maginot 
line appears at present a much 
more dififcult problem for Wey- 
gand.

Shows Gain 


Expenditures Up 21 Pct. 
Over Same Period For 
Previous Fiscal Year 


SACRAMENTO, (lP) — Relief ex- 
penditures during the first 11 
months of the current fiscal year 
show an increase of 21.6 per cent 
over the like period of 1938-39, 
State Controller Harry B. Riley re- 
ported today. 

Riley said this fiscal year’s spend- 
ing totaled $47,200,422 for the 11- 
month period, compared with $38,- 
817,168 for the same period a year 
ago. 

Reduced appropriations and new 
restrictions imposed by the legisla- 
ture will cause lowered expendi- 
tures during the remainder of the 
biennium, Riley added,

But now, things are a great deal 
different. There will be no--Davis 
Cup matches this year nor perhaps 
next year or even 1942. The demand 
is no longer there. So what hap- 
pens? So the U. S. L. T. A. cracks 
the eight-week whip. From now on 


no player will be permitted to have 
his expenses paid for more than 
eight weeks of compettion each year. 
From now on the lush gravy cir- 
cuits in Bermuda, Florida, Long 
Island and Newport will be almost 
closed to the boys ‘who can’t pay 
their way when their eight-week al- 
lotment is used up. 

Actually, this action will lead 
only to new subterfuges. Tennis 
players never have paid their own 
way except in a few isolated cases 
such as that of Sidney Wood, who 
was more or less independently 
wealthy. Where, for, instance, did 
Don Budge and Gene Mako get 
their clothes, equipment, food, lodg- 
ing and transportation? Certainly 
not from their families, who were 
much too busy earning a living to 
support offsprings in Newportian 
luxury. Or Bobby Riggs? Or Bill 
Tilden, Fred Perry, George Lott, 
Ellsworth Vines or any of the oth- 
ers? Were any of these players doc- 
tors, lawyers, brokers, auto me- 
chanics on the side? 


Certainly not. Few of them ever 
earned a dime until they turned 
pro. 

What does the new regulation 
mean? It means first of all that the 
U. S. L. T. A. isn’t in need of good 
box office draws this year. It means 
secondly that the players will fol- 
low the circuits much the same as 
usual. Instead of staying at hotels 
they will live at the home of myth- 
ical “aunts” or “cousins” on the 
outskirts of every tennis town. On 
the surface this will be thoroughly 
legal because a player’s right to 
compete in as many tournaments as 
he likes hasn’t been curtailed. It is 
only his right to compete for more 
than eight weeks on the house that 
has been taken away. 

But I’m willing to bet that this 
right will be returned faster than a 
rubber check if there is another 
Davis Cup competition in, say 1942. 
If I lose, you can find me at the 
corner of 42nd St. and Broadway on 
Sept 1. I’m meeting a friend there 
for lunch at 2 p. m.
